Not  being  able  to  control  the  mon¬ 
keys,  tbe  owners  of  the  golf  course  put 


where  the  monkey  throws  it. 

In  the  artide,  I  dealt  with  the  foct 
that  life  is  a  lot  like  that  with  aU  the 
shifts  and  changes  and  intemiptioos 
of  life.  In  light  of  that  article,  a  fiiend 
brought  me  this  picture  and  asked 
what  to  do  now.  I  said,  'rm  not  going 
to  play  the  ball,  and  sometimmmu 
need  to  leave  the  boll  alone.*  The 
truth  is  that  in  all  areas  of  life  there 
are  occasions  when  you  just  need  to 
leave  the  ball  alone.  The  wisdom  of 
Solomon  flows  through  and  is  re¬ 
flected  concerning  these  matters  in 
I’roverbs. 

In  Proverbs  26:17  Solomon  said, 

'He  who  passes  by  and  meildles  in 
a  quarrel  not  his  own  is  like  one 
who  takes  a  dog  by  the  ears.’  What

Proverbs  26:17,  the  wise  man  of  the 
Old  Testament  was  basically  saying 
keep  your  nose  out  of  other  folu’ 
business.  Sometimes  you  just  can’t 
help  people  and  there  are  some  people 
who  just  can’t  help  themselves  to  stay 
out  of  other  folks'iives.  They  feel  pas¬ 
sionate  about  giving  their  i^ce  and 
straightening  other  people  out. 


I  get  it,  but  there  are  times,  places, 
and  events  when  you  really  want  to 
help  and  you  fed  Uke  you  need  to  in¬ 
tervene,  and  maybe  the  intervention  is 
required  but  at  the  same  time,  on  the

Now,  if  you  doled  that 
you  have  got  to  take  some  action  and 
you  need  to  intervene,  here  are  some 
things  to  keep  in  mind  that  might 
be  hdi^  and  may  even  prove  to  be 
produdive.
